But the analogy s, we
are sorry to obrerve, extremely superficial
It does not reach the underlving fact, |
think It would help Mr, Wells in his thinking
If he would eoncentrate the penetrating
gurlity of his hmagination upon our Civil
War, It 's not o pleasant subject to discuss,
and the hard work and fighting underneanth
1t are not especinlly good food for dreamers,
But the Clvil War was the most necessary
and terrible conflict that the world has seen
up o the present crisis. Mr, Wells should
study the Civil War and declde whether or
not the present United States of Ameriea
is due to the formal document known as
the Constitution or whether the Unlon 18
not the result of conquest between those
who held the view of a League of Natlons
and those who held to the ldep] of p single
nation, If the serlous fact of the Civil War
does not give n sounder basls, to the think-
ing of Mr. Wells, it may help him to under-
gtand the underlying prineiple of our na-
tion to observe that It has the Just right
and duty to lay an Income tax and enforce
a beneficent drafy directly on the individual
Our nation I8 no League of Nations, or if
that dreamiilke view should be entertained
it s mot at all the League of Natlons that
Mr., Wells Is dreaming about.

1f o nation like that of the United States
I8 In contemplation, then It Is necessary
for the elvctorate of each nation to under-
gtand the personal and private, the ndivid-
ual, needs of Yhe Individuals in every other
natlon, For example, the rights of an in-
dividual in Rhode Island would be the sub-
ject of decision by o Hindu in Bambay. 1
respectfully suggest that I have no desire
that my persanal rights should be voted upon
by an Individual so remote and different.
But that 18 exactly what happenein America,
By my vote 1 help decide the reguiation of
the private eltizgen in the Kentucky moun-
tuins, A single nation formed from al] of
tha world, bused on the theory of our own
pation, Is Impossible. As homogeneous as
are the people of the United Btates, there Is
a friction at times, and there is no publie
elamor that our electorate be extended to the
four winds of heaven,

There I8 no analogy worth while conslder-
ing of the kind Mr, Wells dreams of. The
Hague Court could have furnished what was
desired, except for one faoct, The extension
of the Jjurisdictlon and the consent neces-
pary to give It foundation was explicitly and
cutegorically refused by Germany. And in
1814 Serbin offared to submit the remaining
question with Austria to the Hague Court,
but Austria refused, It was the desire of all
of the natlons exqopt the Centra] Powers to
extend and clarify the operations of interna-
tional Jaw. That is the whole meaning of
the present war, It Is an effort to bring Ger-
many under the domain of interniational law,
and on the part of Germany it Is a desire
to establish its claim to be above that law.
Until Germany is willing to come under the
law of natlons there can be no peace. It s
precisely our Civil War In that aspect of
the gquestion. But Mr. Wells ocouples the
position of thae flabby-minded people who
asked during our war why the parties could
not compromlse.

The outcoma of this war s the whole cen-
ter of & Wise man's attention. 1f the Central
Powers could win, all of the dreaming®would
be lesa, All laws regulating your

were
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Ing League of Natlons, solving together their
refations to one another and to the enemy.
It 1s an accomplished fact, operating smooth-
Iy and with a just co-operation. It I8 &
league of rivals in a common service, It has
under lts temporary jurltadiction a wide ex-
tent of the earth's surface, It has a stu-
pendous task confronting 1t When that I8
accomplished 1t may be thought usefu] to
make the formul Constitution or treaty which
will recognize a union already cemented.
